GIVES MARQUETRY THE KISS OF LIFE. 

So laborious is straw marquetry — in which each piece of straw is 
opened, flattened and dyed by hand — that it was used to occupy 
French prisoners during the Napoleonic wars. Any form of marquetry, 
where thin veneers are pieced together to form geometric shapes 
or pictures (parquetry) is time-consuming. Fussy puzzles of woods 
and ivory were in vogue in the 17th and 18th centuries, but re-routing 
down the minimalist path in the 1950s rendered marquetry 
unfashionable until the current resurgence. Modern versions include 
Bethan Laura Wood’s, updated with laminates, and Jonay ’s, with its 
high-contrast colour. Subtle twists are found at Edra and Porro, but 
the creations of Romanian-born artist and designer Violeta Galan are 
almost a psychedelic take on this age-old craft. For more information 
on the products featured on this page, see Sources, last pages.

F rom runway to living-room wall, colour now 

makes a lightning-fast fashion leap. It’s a truism 
Dulux makes chromatically clear in its creative 
partnerships with our top fashion designers. 

In 2014, Anna Plunkett and Luke Sales of Romance 
Was Born let their expressive sensibilities loose on the 
company’s paint chart, in a colour-blocked interior scheme 
that was ‘marching-girl’ mad — while Lisa Gorman went 
to ground with a winter-harvest of vegetal hues. Images 
of these ‘United by Style’ studio sets instantly ricocheted 
around the web, fuelling conversations about the new 
‘culture commerce’ (brands brokering deals ^vith artful 
designers to bring products to life). 

The campaign got blogosphere traction, but the question 
begged — could fashion holism convey to real homes? 

“Welcome to Arcadia,” says Dulux colour consultant 
Bree Leech, opening the door to a tiny three-room terrace 
in Melbourne that is being re-imagined in the colours and 
concepts of Ginger & Smart’s 2015 autumn/winter Arcadia 
collection. “We are always looking to those who use colour 
well, and the touch of Alexandra and Genevieve [Smart, 
the sibling designers] is so subtle and beautiful — there 
is sophistication in the way they play it into patterns and 
we wanted to work that onto the wall.” 

Leech nods to the flame-haired Smart sisters, who are 
busy layering their spirited mix of shadowy prints and 
props over a heritage house made ‘bachelor-pad’ modern 
by local architects Edwards Moore. At a glance, their 
label’s history-laced futurism — new-season spinning 
around notions of an ancient Arcadia — is a good fit 
for the contemporised Victorian cottage that makes 
a feature of crumbling old walls. 


“We are interested in opposite worlds colliding,” says 
Genevieve, wearing an ‘Afterglow’ shift in whisper-light 
silk chiffon seemingly splattered in the same colours that 
cast illusory shadow on an entrance wall. “Our inspiration 
comes from points of collision and intersection. We wanted 
this dress to look like it had walked through a spray.” 

Alexandra, attired in a sharper techno-silhouette, 
qualifies their love of paired polarities in terms of 
customer complexity. “Our woman is never just one thing. 
We call her a woman of contrasts, which gets back to that 
Arcadian thing of harmonising and balancing opposing 
forces — old, new, masculine, feminine, soft, graphic.” 

Working with Leech and co-stylist Heather Nette King 
to make a ‘^wider wardrobe’ of their winter collection, the 
sisters referenced their signature rose-gold ‘hardware’ (zips, 
fasteners and the like) in such jewel-like forms as Jonathan 
Ben-Tovim’s copper chandelier. It’s a beacon of faceted 
brilliance in a scheme that nuances the colours of a utopian 
garden under a near-night sl^. “We go through so much 
to get the right variation of grey in print,” says Alexandra, 
raising her eyes to a ceiling plane painted in Dulux ‘Metalise’. 
“We look for that transformative moment when the 
contrasts meet; that moment in the changing room when 
a customer puts something on and consolidates all that 
you have worked on with the one emotional comment: 
‘That’s it’. You get that same feeling in a great interior.” 

So, fashion in the home is more a feeling than 
a figurative repeat? “It is relevancy,” replies Alexandra. 

“It’s not try-hard or self-conscious; it’s putting your 
point of view to work on a palette.”

JASON MOWEN’S INTRIGUING 
INTERIORS ARTFULLY 
COMBINE OLD AND NEW.

T here are two books Jason Mo wen wants to 

lend me. One is a history of Flair, a sumptuous 
American design magazine whose flame burnt 
briefly but brilliantly over just 12 issues, from 
1950 to 1951. The other is a biography of Luisa Casati, eccentric 
muse to Jean Cocteau and Cecil Beaton — and more recently 
John Galliano and Alexander McQueen. 

As we chat in the compact, jewel-box apartment Mowen has 
decorated in inner Sydney, those books speak volumes of the 
reflned idiosyncrasy of his style. Esoteric, perhaps, but always 
artfully showcased, as in the showroom he shares with Brazilian 
artist Eduardo Santos. Mid-century Italian chairs on a tribal rug 
with totems from central Africa or Papua New Guinea — where 
Mowen lived as as child — and an exquisite French lamp, backed 
with a bold canvas by Santos or Melbourne painter Robert Doble. 
It’s a distinctive, luxurious, take-no-prisoners signature. 

Mowen describes himself as “romantic and slightly eccentric. 
My grandfather was an architect who became a farmer. I had 
little interest in the farm so we spoke about architecture, art 
and aesthetics. He was also very well travelled, so I guess 
I got the travel bug from him too.” 

Having studied history, then interior design and decoration at 
RMIT in Melbourne, Mowen lived and worked in Madrid and 
London before returning to Sydney in 2009 to open the Redfern 
showroom that bears his name. Now working primarily as an 
interior designer, he deflnes his style as “fluid and art-driven”. >

< The East Sydney apartment featured here was a dream brief 
despite its proportions. “The client was quite adventurous,” 
explains Mowen. “The only thing she insisted on was a wooden 
floor and being able to seat eight people for dinner. The rest 
evolved naturally over time as we got to know each other. 

“The biggest challenge was the ceiling height. When 
a small space has high ceilings, it’s easier to create a sense of 
grandeur. You just have to be clever with scale, placement and 
function to get it right; it must be a little like designing a boat!” 

Favourite items in the apartment include the late 1950s Italian 
sideboard in the dining/living area, and Choroid Plexus, the 
dark, brooding artwork by Doble and Melbourne photographer 
Simon Strong on the opposite wall. “Both are very sexy pieces,” 
Mowen says. Despite the limitations of its size, the apartment 
feels rich and layered. Balancing somewhere between classic 
and contemporary, it is undoubtedly a home. 

When asked about his influences, Mowen says: “I will 
always be inspired by Jacques Grange — the French designers 
are the best. And I can’t stop looking at the interiors of Hubert 
de Givenchy, Yves Saint Laurent and Bill Blass. My 14 years 
in Europe were also a great influence — I met extraordinary 
people there who were generous with their knowledge and 
experience. At the same time I have incredibly artistic 
and creative friends here who I learn from every day.”

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“r wanted a SPACE people are

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W hat drives designer and stylist Sibella Court is not a just-finished 
design in all of its polished perfection. It’s the small histories 
behind each object; how they came to be and how they have been 
used and enjoyed since their conception. Having moved her 
Sydney store from Paddington to St Peters, The Society Inc refiects these ideas 
— old objects matched with new; layers of fabric, cushions and unfinished 
surfaces all brought together in a way that feels efibrtless and comfortable. 

“I always use history as the base for my interiors,” says Court. “Every object that 
I surround myself with, at home particularly, should make me recall where I was 
or who I was with — whatever it happens to be, it triggers a memory.” In this way. 
Court has developed relationships with designers, makers and tradespeople the 
world over; and much of her life is spent travelling to meet them wherever they 
are, bringing their wares, and their stories, back to Australia and into her shop. 

These efibrts make The Society Inc so exceptional; every object has a tale to 
tell. “I want to share all the people I work with — I like telling people who made 
the fioor or who paints our signwriting,” says Court. “I wanted a space people are 
inspired by, so if they don’t walk out with something, they walk out with an idea.” 

The ‘new’ building actually dates from 1901. “It’s the old Taubmans factory,”

A LIGHT TOUCH AND A KEEN EYE TRANSFORM A HISTORICAL 


LONDON HOME FROM LACKLUSTRE TO SPECTACULAR.

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L ouise Galvin is quick to point out that, although her 
family’s sumptuously renovated home in London’s 
Kensington is an important historical building, it is first 
and foremost a family home. “However, we recognise our 
responsibility as custodians of a house that holds a special place in 
the history of London’s architecture,” she says. 

Galvin, daughter of British hair colourist Daniel Galvin — whose 
celebrity clients have included Twiggy and Diana, Princess of Wales 
— is a respected hair colourist in her own right. With her husband, 
television executive Charlie Bracken, she is also the owner of one of 
the most extraordinary examples of residential architecture in the 
city. Home to many a London luminary before falling into disrepair 
in the early 1980s, the couple has painstakingly renovated the 
house over the past few years. Their commitment to preserving 
the provenance of this heritage-listed property is easy to see. 

The house was built in 1883 for Henry John Coke, the son 
of the first Earl of Leicester and neighbour to dramatist and 
librettist William Gilbert (of Gilbert and Sullivan fame). >

< It was part of a residential development by esteemed London 
architects Ernest George and Harold Peto. Exponents of a flamboyant 
and novel architectural style, their distinctive look came from 
transplanting motifs from northern European merchant mansions 
upon the stock of the rather reserved, indigenous Queen Anne style. 

At first glance, the house displays the usual trappings of Victorian 
residential architecture — red brick, blocked stone dressings, leaded 
lights and high, tiled roofs. However, on closer inspection, the fagade 
is decorated with vernacular motifs from the merchant mansions of 
Holland and Flanders. As one of the central houses in a row, it has 
a shaped gable broken into by a chimney, while a triple-storey porch 
and arched stone balustrade add elegance to the exterior. 

When Galvin and Bracken — who have two young children 
together and five older children from their first marriages — first 
saw the house, many previous prospective buyers had been put 
off by its dark appearance and oppressive interior. “We could see 
beyond its current state and visualise the way it could look,” says 
Galvin. “The proportions of the rooms were beautiful, as were the 
decorative moulded ceilings, panelling, staircase and fireplaces. 

We knew the bones of the house were right.” 

From the beginning, her vision was to create light, natural spaces 
with an organic flow from room to room — an approach that mirrors 
her beliefs in life and strongly held views on the environment. 

Soon after the sale was agreed in 2012, London architect David 
Quigley was engaged to handle the structural work. Galvin had 
been introduced to Axel Vervoordt through her friend, designer 
Use Crawford, and after visiting Antwerp and seeing Vervoordt ’s 
work for other clients, she commissioned his company to undertake 


the interior design. The brief was to keep the core integrity of the 
original building by creating a fresh, uncluttered look that would 
place the emphasis on the furniture, art and architectural features. 

Barbara de Belder-Maselis, lead designer at Axel Vervoordt, 
explains the practice’s thinking. “We take a very different approach 
to other interior designers,” she says. “Right at the beginning, it’s 
important to understand the family, their personality, lifestyle and 
how they want to live. The house evolves together with the client, and 
along this journey we try to translate their needs in the most natural 
way and to make connections with the past, present and future.” 

Galvin and the team chose a white-based palette for the interiors 
to integrate the family’s existing art and furniture collection, 
while respecting the house’s history. “We took into account the 
family’s desire for simplicity and natural spaces,” says de Belder- 
Maselis. “A pared-back approach was central to contrast with the 
busy moulded ceilings, panelled walls and fireplaces.” 

The house is largely furnished in classics pieces from the early-to- 
mid-20th-century. Their bold, graphic shapes combine with the white 
walls and refined colour palette to evoke a contemporary feel; an 
elegant simplicity. The precise, symmetrical style of Belgian furniture 
and interiors designer Jules Wabbes makes him a particular favourite 
of the couple. “For us it was love at first sight,” says Galvin. 

The interior she and the Axel Vervoordt team have created will 
continue to evolve; it’s a house that will grow with the family while 
holding onto its heritage. A functional home that meets the needs of 
busy people, every room has a purpose. Yet, despite these practical 
needs, the interior features sublime touches of glamour and elegance, 
thanks to Galvin’s passion for history and eye for beauty. VL

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D esigning more than one house at a time is a rare 

opportunity for an architect — so when the commission 
to design three residences in a row, in the eastern 
Sydney suburb of Bronte, was offered to Walter Barda, 
principal of Walter Barda Design, he made the most of his passion 
for integrated landscaping and abstract forms. 

The Hilltown House is one of the three. Perched on a hill facing 
south-east, taking in the views of Bronte beach and the sea, it has the 
strength of a fortress but remains soft and organic where it counts. 

Many years in the making, the site for The Hilltown House initially 
attracted its owners purely by virtue of its unique location. In their 
eyes, Bronte represents the ideal waterside suburb, with a beautiful 
family-friendly beach and close proximity to Bondi’s vibrant scene 
but far enough away from the famous beach to escape the crowds. 

Thanks to the highly refined master plan and flowing landscape 
design developed by Walter Barda Design, the finished house enjoys 
immense privacy and the views are framed by advanced greenery and 
carefully positioned walls. While the orientation to the south-east has 
the advantage of wonderful views, it also brings exposure to frequent 
storms — and it was in response to this dichotomy that Barda looked 
to the surrounding Bronte landscape for a solution. He describes the 
front elevation as having something of the feel of a rampart, but for 
most observers it is a beautifully sculptural layering of sandstone and 
vegetation. “We observed local features such as the so-called ‘Bronte 


Terraces’ — street cuts made with large blocks of sandstone — and 
the eroded sandstone rock ledges that overhang the nearby beaches,” 
says Barda. “We took these visual cues of cantilevered sandstone and 
hanging gardens and they became a metaphor for the overall project.” 

The house has a lighter, more delicate face to the rear, where the 
orientation is to the north-west and the building and its gardens act 
as sun-traps during winter. Unlike many architectural practices, Barda 
likes to keep the landscaping in-house so the built environment and 
the landscape are heavily intertwined. “The landscaping has been key 
to the project’s success,” he says. “There are spaces on the building’s 
exterior which we consider to be outdoor rooms, walled with carved 
hedging and greenery that creates privacy but contains the outdoor 
space in a very architectural way.” In fact this sense of privacy and the 
maximising of the location were the owners’ only key requirements. 

The basic design problem, however, was how to create a sense of 
journey up a steep site in an interesting way, rather than resorting 
to a lift. “We saw an architectural solution in the idea of a ‘hill town’ 
with an internal street that winds its way, via a series of staircases, 
through various private and communal spaces,” explains Barda. 

“It became a sort of irregular spine for the building.” 

Touchstone Constructions was given the contract to complete the 
task because of the quality of its work across a number of previous 
Barda projects. “The amount of curves in the building tested all the 
trades but the result inside and out is exceptional,” he says. > 
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< This type of curvilinear structure has a tendency to complicate things 
for interior designers, but Kirsten Bookallil addressed the freeform space 
wdth even more curves. The largely Scandinavian furniture selection 
shares the building’s organic approach, wdth soft, rounded forms and 
a restrained use of colour. “I had knovm the ovmers for many years 
and had a good understanding of w^hat they w^anted,” says Bookallil. 
“Meticulous thought had been applied to every part of the design and 
my job w^as to w^ork wdth Walter’s structure, not to dominate it. We used 
a lot of calming shades in blue and green, but in the family room, w^here 
more timber was used, we placed a greater emphasis on warmer tones.” 

This approach is most evident in two large circular rugs designed by 
Bookallil for the project. Influenced by the paintings of Sonia Delaunay, 
her bespoke rugs — one for each end of the large, S-shaped lounge/ 
dining/family area — define the two zones. The rug of cooler colours 
sits wdth design classics including a vintage tan leather ‘Egg’ chair by 
Arne Jacobsen at the more formal end, while the rug in the family 
room reflects the coppery tones of the wooden ceiling and kitchen. 

The cleverness of this house is the juxtaposition of a tough external 
appearance responding to the landscape and climate wdth the open 
fluidity of light-filled internal spaces. “There is a school of thought 
that architecture wdthout poetry is a failure,” says Barda. “I agree. There 
has to be that element of delight that sets it above the mundane or the 
good solution and elevates it to the realm of a piece of art — something 
beyond the day-to-day.” That’s The Hilltown House in a nutshell. VL

W e drove the neighbours mad,” 
says Jos White, talking about 
the three-year renovation of the 
family’s townhouse on one of 
the most desirable streets in Manhattan’s West 
Village. The Whites’ neighbours, Anna Scott 
Carter and Graydon Carter, editor of Vanity 
Fair, who live a couple of doors away, were among 
those who experienced the worst of it. The most 
embarrassing moment, recalls Jos, was when 
the street had to be closed to crane in hardware 
for his rooftop office. “I heard one of the other 
neighbours mutter, ‘Who are these people?”’ 

Jos is a successful British technology 
entrepreneur. He and his wife Annabel, the 
former director of The Rug Company in New York, 
moved to Manhattan in 2001. After Jos sold his 
technology company Message Labs for US$695 
million in 2008, the couple bought their dream 
home in the West Village and hired the Carters’ 
architect, Basil Walter, to do the renovation. The 
resulting home is an enchanting mix of grand and 
practical; open plan and intimate; English and 
American; bright colours and relaxed neutrals. 

From the small entrance hall, guests step 
straight into an opulent 12 -metre-long living area 
with Christopher Howe sofas, huge tapestries 
by contemporary artists Kara Walker and Julie 
Verhoeven, and a wall of modern windows 
opening on to a terrace overlooking the garden. 

Most evenings, the Whites relax in the den. “I get 
so excited to sit here and watch television, flick 
through a magazine or be on the computer,” says 
Annabel. This cosy room is lined with 17th-century 
wood panels bought in L’Isle sur la Sorgue, 
Provence. “It didn’t all fit quite right, so there are 
a couple of faked pieces,” says interior designer 
Poonam Khanna who, together with Annabel and 
her British interior-designer friend Sarah Russell, 
was responsible for the decorative choices. 

The den overlooks the tree-lined street and 
can be opened up to flow into the main space for 
parties. But most nights, the doors are closed so 
the couple can have some adult time away from 
their three young children Sammy, nearly two, 
Ophelia, three, and Fred, five. “Annabel and 
Jos wanted a house that felt youthful, which had 
a lot of open community spaces,” explains Walter, 
founder and principal of BW Architects. >

< To achieve this, he pulled the house apart, 
stripping it back to its exterior walls and then 
painstakingly reassembling everything with 
subtle differences. Being a landmarked building, 
the 1840s fagade had to look identical to the 
others on the street, but elsewhere there was room 
for improvement. Floors were put back at slightly 
different heights and, at the back of the house, two 
new terraces were added, along with large modern 
windows with sash bars. Inside, Walter removed 
the old zigzag staircase and created a sculptural 
oval stair that acts as a light well, channelling 
light down from the rooftop home office. 

The resulting house has the charm of the 
original, but is essentially a modern six-storey 
layer cake. Perched on top of the original roof is 
Jos’s 11.6-square-metre home office. “We’ve set 
a precedent,” says Jos. “It is something none of 
our neighbours have done yet.” Because of the 
building’s landmark status, no additions can show 
from the street, not even a single brick. So Jos’s 
office is set back four metres from the parapet. 

On the garden side, it has an angled wall of glass 
windows, which cantilever up using a hand crank. 

Annabel says: “I like my wardrobe black, but 
my life colourful.” It’s no surprise, given her 
connection with The Rug Company, that she 
says it was all about the floors. A lot of the colour 
comes via the rugs. Her boldness often shocks 
friends, such as when she said she wanted a red 
stair runner. “They thought it would look very 
Hollywood,” she says. But the Christine Van Der 
Hurd red silk dhurrie has a sensuous, liquid feel. 

“I love that it looks a little worn,” she says. 

Upstairs, the couple’s bedroom is decorated 
in restful neutrals and has its own terrace. The 
master bathroom has a disco ball and silvery De 
Gournay wallpaper. “I don’t close the blinds, though 
I probably should,” says Annabel with a laugh. 

The lower-ground floor is the heart of the home; 
a huge basement family room devoted to eating, 
playing and lounging that opens out to the garden. 
“My kids are lined up here in the morning,” says 
Annabel. “We have lunch in the nook and dinner 
at the table.” Standing in the living room, Annabel 
looks as though she might need to pinch herself. 

“I never imagined I’d be in a home like this; I grew 
up in Wisbech, a small town in Cambridgeshire.” 
But here she is, a driving force behind this elegant 
home with a clever balance of grand gestures 
and cosy spaces. “We really use it all,” she says. 

“To me, that’s a testament to good design.” VL

W hile she may be known for Sydney shopping institutions 

Hampshire & Lowndes and Vintage Cargo, Jilly Hampshire 
has put down her roots two hours from the city, on the 
south coast of New South Wales. 

After 10 months of hunting, she bought a 1972 kit home on about a hectare 
of land near Berry “It was meant to be a place where everyone comes together 
for weekends and holidays,” explains Hampshire of a house that’s often 
brimming with her four adult children and their families. “My son Jeremy 
loves surfing and they all love the beach, which is nearby. It’s perfectly situated.” 

The designer — who shares an innate fiair for interiors with her sisters 
Claire Geissler and Anouska Hempel, and her daughter Victoria — first 
renovated the original four-bedroom, two-bathroom home. Then she 
set about creating the barn-style sanctuary she had always wanted. 
Incorporating an open-plan living space with a mezzanine office, plus 
a bedroom and a bathroom, the 10 x 25-metre charcoal-painted building 
extends out from one end of the existing house, with a breezeway in between. 

It was a challenge to find a builder who could construct a shed of those 
proportions without the interference of support poles, she admits. “He’d 
done sheds before, but not a shed that was to be a home!” 

To further complicate matters, the layout of the living space had to 
take into account the dimensions of a kitchen that Hampshire had in 
storage. “I did a wooden kitchen in my conservatory in Sydney; Christopher 
Norris made it. Then a friend of mine said, T love it — I’m going to get 
him to make one for me,”’ explains the designer. However, the friend 
ended up selling her house, and the new owners planned to replace the 
kitchen, so Hampshire offered to take it off their hands. 

During construction, she ran back and forth between the storage facility 
and the barn to ensure the measurements of the kitchen, scullery and 
staircase behind it all lined up. “It was a nightmare,” recalls Hampshire. 

But she is happy with the result, having painted the cabinets grey and added 
a concrete benchtop made by Raffaele Lombard, Victoria’s husband and 
partner in her epon5mious interior design studio. > 
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The large sitting area required 
a custom fireplace and sofas, made 
by Elio Upholstery, while the fans were 
painted black to suit the space. The 
rug, a piece of carpet Hampshire had 
bound, softens the polished concrete 
floor. The standing light is from Vintage 
Cargo. OPPOSITE PAGE, CLOCKWISE 
FROM TOP LEFT: an adjacent pool 
gets plenty of use from Hampshire’s 
eight grandchildren: around the 
14-seater dining table, bought from 
nearby Woodbyne boutique hotel, are 
bamboo directors chairs from Equator;

“That living space is so big that you have to get the proportions right,” 
says Hampshire. The sofas and armchairs were designed to fit the room, 
as was the oversized fireplace around which they’re placed. Hanging 
above it is a similarly grand print of her late husband Peter. The dining 
table is big enough to seat 14 people, while even larger lunch parties, 
a common occurrence at weekends, are set up in the avenue of Bradford 
pear trees at the front of the barn. “I remember reading a David Hicks 
garden book years ago and thinking, ‘Oh, I love that look,’” says Hampshire 
of the inspiration behind the architectural-style planting. 

While every corner of the barn house embodies her personal style, nothing 
is too precious. “The only thing that’s really of value is the armoire,” says 
Hampshire, who has used the circa-1850 piece for everything from a linen 
press to a pantry and now a drinks cupboard. In contrast, directors chairs 


sit around the dining table. “I think you can decorate without expense; 
I could spend my days buying old furniture and doing it up,” she says.

giving as an example an old coffee table she bought at a refuse station 
for Lombard to resurface in micro-concrete. 

Her new home is also devoid of finishes and fussy trimmings. Polished 
concrete flooring, for example, is found ever5rwhere except the bedroom 
and office. “You can have a party and the next day you wouldn’t have a clue,” 
says Hampshire. There are no skirtings, architraves or cornices. “As my 
mother said, ‘They are there to be dusted.’”And there are no curtains or 
blinds on the steel-framed sliding doors — except in the bedroom and 
bathroom, where gauzy white linen curtains billow in the breeze. 

The garden was also designed to be low-maintenance. “Flowers are too 
much like hard work,” says Hampshire, who prefers hardier species such as 
citrus, oleander, viburnum hedges and London plane trees. They have been 
deliberately planted too close together for visual impact, to the amusement 
■ of the more horticulturally-minded locals. A vegetable garden was replaced 
with an 11-metre pool. “It was far too big and so much work,” she says. 

The interiors remain a work in progress. “It’s constantly evolving; it never 
stops if you’re interested,” says Hampshire, who derives pleasure from the 
process, whether it’s moving existing pieces around or adding new ones. 

“I would do another house tomorrow.” But having built her dream home, 
she will have to live vicariously through her clients for the time being. VL

W hen asked to encapsulate her design philosophy, 
Pamela Makin defers to Orson Welles, the 
larger-than-life polymath who made an art form 
of provocation : “Create your own visual style. . . ' 

let it be unique for yourself, yet identifiable to others.” 

It’s interesting that Makin cites the advice of an auteur famous 
for producing, directing, co-writing and acting in the 1940s movie 
masterpiece Citizen Kane. So much of her design work — especially 
this renovation of an 1870s apartment in Sydney’s inner suburbs 
— is reminiscent of the film’s maverick techniques. There is the clear 
and simple structure; the very subjective experience; the deep focus 
(everything clearly legible within one frame); the smooth transitions; 
the visual variety (objects differing in size to create a perception of 
depth); and the dynamic tension of black and white... all combining

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< “Each project is different, but the best are where all the rules are 
broken,” says Makin, owner of Les Interieurs, a gallery-cum-interior 
design office that trades in exotic trouves. “I could not live without the 
freedom to paint with the ‘wild brush stroke’. Do you understand?” 

What’s not to understand? Images of her painterly applications 
of nature — in salvaged timbers, bleached bones and polished 
river stones, onto monochrome canvases, typically scrawled with 
primitive marks — constantly bounce around social media. But 
her so-called ‘wild strokes’ downplay a tightly controlled brush and 
a disciplined eye that can edit to the essentials in a flash. It’s the 
legacy of a past life as a fashion forecaster. 

Indeed, when asked to don her futurist hat and have a crack 
at the question of where design is going, Makin bemoans the 
encroachment of uniformity. “It’s all looking too similar to me,” she 
says. “But I never follow trends; I stick to my own look.” If personal 
dress is the guide, this verges on a primitive futurism — cropped 
platinum hair, tribal talismans and swathes of Rick Owens. 

“If someone said to me,‘I love your look, but I want a more 
colourful house’, I would have to advise that I use colour only as 
a little punctuation mark,” she says, pointing to this project’s tan 
ottoman, sofa and tribal artworks. “But they come to me for my style, 
which is typically layered-on white — that wonderful neutral that 
makes everything so clean, so easy and so peaceful. I mean, just 
driving home in peak-hour traffic is stressful enough, without 
opening the front door to more chaos.” 

Crediting white with mind-calming properties, Makin has made 
the non-colour her base in this first-floor apartment, the heritage 
listing of which allowed no structural change. “We could not touch 
the fireplaces, the French doors, the windows... an)^hing,” she says. 


recalling a first site visit to a pitch-dark studio abutted by a small 
kitchen and bathroom. “But painting it white and inserting 
overscaled mirrors made it seem twice the size.” 

Unwilling to compromise this spatial trickery with privacy screens, 
Makin divided the living space into sleeping, lounging and dining 
zones, making her signature mix of contemporary and tribal furniture 
cohesive with colour. The sexy black bed is styled with a lustrous throw 
that declares its dual function as a lounge. The effect is one of purist 
luxe, but this belies the economic pragmatism of such specifications 
as a milk-white linoleum floor — the ‘sound’ answer to a reverberant 
timber floor that upset the occupants of the apartment below. 

Indeed, ‘quiet’ is a holistic concern in a space where the dialogue 
between cultures and decades could become loud and contentious. 
Harry Bertoia’s 1950s ‘Diamond’ chair natters about common interests 
in transparency and netting with the recycled black jersey pendant 
lamp from Les Interieurs. Patricia Urquiola’s ‘Husk’ chair, with 
its recycled plastic shell, talks sustainability with an Ivory Coast stool 
and a couple of imperious Chinese cabinets, while Jan Schlegel’s 
sepia shots of Africans make the point that time is a circle — body 
modification and tattoos still setting tribes apart. 

Makin has achieved the Welles axiom of an identifiable uniqueness, 
but you wonder why she does so unrelentingly with contra-posting 
extremes — black/white, old/new, primitive/industrial, natural/ 
machined. Is it tension, d3mamics or a search for simplistic harmony? 

It’s all that and more, says Makin, circling back to Welles for the final 
word. “We are made out of oppositions; we live between two poles. 
There’s a philistine and an aesthete in all of us, and a murderer and 
a saint. You don’t reconcile the poles. You just recognise them.”

T he American graphic designer Milton Glaser — co-founder 
of New York Magazine — once declared, “There are three 
responses to a piece of design — yes, no and wow! Wow 
is the one to aim for.” Tommy and Dee Hilfiger apparently 
endorse that notion. The fashion mogul and his wife have planted 
their flag on a glorious stretch of beachfront just north of Miami and, 
teaming up with interior designer Martyn Lawrence Bullard, have 
created a palace for vibrant art and ‘groovy’ furnishings. It’s defined 
by spectacular moments, whimsical flourishes and astonishing 
eoups de theatre. In this case wow!’ might be an understatement. 
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ng room chairs 
are by the late 
liture designer, 
Evans.

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“We’re here for the weather, the Latin flavour, the art and the 
palm trees. Most of all we’re here for the fun,” says Hilflger. 

The residence also provides a base near his latest business 
venture. Hilflger, who sold his fashion label several years ago but 
remains its principal designer, recently purchased the Raleigh 
hotel in Miami Beach and plans to refurbish the art deco gem. 

But first he and Dee had their own renovation project to 
tackle. The house they settled on was a 2007 modern structure, 
offering some 1300 square metres. Size was crucial, as the couple 
coveted space for works from their extensive art collection that 


had long been held in storage. “Our Connecticut home feels 
very country, with lots of taxidermy, and our place in Mustique 
has a more British colonial vibe,” explains Dee. “We wanted 
to be able to showcase the colourful large-scale artworks 
that didn’t make sense elsewhere, conceptually or size-wise, 
she adds, referring to their trove of Pop and post-Pop treasures 
by Andy Warhol, Jean-Michel Basquiat, Keith Haring, 

Damien Hirst, Tracey Emin and others. 

To realise the energetic, art-friendly abode, the couple turned 
to Los Angeles-based interior designer-to-the-stars Bullard. >

< Having admired his facility with bold gestures and integrating 
major art into domestic settings — specifically, his work at the LA 
residence of Elton John and David Furnish — the Hilfigers enlisted 
Bullard to help conjure a home attuned to the rhythms of Miami. 
“Tommy and Dee obviously have an incredible sense of fashion, so 
my job was to translate their vision into interior spaces that feel 
vibrant and compelling,” says Bullard. “Together, we conceived the 
house as part art gallery and part 1960s-’70s disco madness.” 

The designer started by replacing ubiquitous dark-wood 
panelling and expanses of travertine with clean white walls and 
new fiooring of white-glass tiles to cultivate a pristine aura. For 
graphic contrast he reclad the central staircase in black marble 
— a strategy reiterated in the black-and-white stripes on the 
kitchen fioor. Once the backdrop was set, it was off to the races. 

“I told Martyn, If it’s not shagadelic or groovy, it’s not coming into 
the house,”’ recounts Dee, describing her decorative criteria. Bullard 
obliged with a kaleidoscopic array of furnishings, materials and 
colours, deployed in vignettes that scream glamour and sex appeal. 

The heart of the home is the voluminous living room, presided 
over by a monumental collaborative painting by Warhol and 
Basquiat. Ignoring stale precepts that dictate the isolation of 
art from decor, Bullard extrapolated the painting’s vivid hues 
in an orgiastic hair-on-hide carpet featuring lavish swirls. He 
also commissioned re-editions of classic sofas by Vladimir Kagan 
and side tables by Willy Rizzo to inhabit the space. 

Helping to strike the right note of disco decadence are key pieces 
by the late American furniture designer, Paul Evans. In the dining 
room his mirrored ‘Cityscape’ chairs join a similar table based on 


one of his designs, while the master bedroom boasts a gleaming 
four-poster he devised. Never one to flinch at gilding the lily, Bullard 
accented the bed with a massive throw of Mongolian lamb’s wool 
that cascades onto a platform covered in the same material — an 
homage to Betty Catroux, the fabled avatar of Parisian chic. And he 
upholstered the Evans dining room chairs in cherry-red leather, set 
them atop a black-and-cream zigzag carpet, and swathed the entire 
room in chain-mail curtains. “It’s like an acid trip that takes you to 
Miami via Paris and New York in the ’70s,” says Bullard. Asked if any 
design choice crosses the line into the outre, Hilfiger demurs, “I have 
fond memories of the Studio 54 days. When Dee and Martyn showed 
up with a huge disco ball from a club in Capri, I said, ‘Bring it on!”’ 

With seven children between them, the Hilfigers wanted to be 
sure that their seaside pleasure dome was appealing for family 
gatherings. To that end, Bullard crafted a series of luxe bedrooms 
tricked out in arresting colours and patterns — giant yellow dots, 
red-and-white candy stripes, shimmering metallic swirls and, 
perhaps most frolicsome of all, scratch-and-sniff fruit wallpaper 
(yes, with scent) in several of the guest bathrooms. 

And then there’s Hilfiger’s private office, which pays tribute to 
his brand with a mosaic of wall panels in blue and red with white 
reveals. Bullard underscored the effect with a red, white and blue 
Jean Dubuffet work. Doctrinaire art-world habitues may scoff at such 
a brash arrangement — but at the Hilfigers’ dazzling digs, it’s best 
to remember the words of the legendary Miami design impresario 
Morris Lapidus, who summed up the tenor of the town in the title 
of his 1996 autobiography: Too Much is Never Enough.

Transforming this Sydney kitchen from 
a small, dark room into a bright, light-filled 
space that maximises its area and appears 
clean and fresh — yet features enough detail 
to make it interesting and vibrant — was 
key for architects Greg Natale Design. 

The removal of an old window and 
installation of a beam and a long, horizontal 
panel of frosted glass created a striking 
splashback that lets the daylight stream in. 

To achieve the result, different areas 
were approached as if they were individual 
pieces of furniture. “The kitchen island 
is a standout piece, with its curved 
legs echoing the details in the cabinetry 


panels,” says Natale. “Those curves 
bring a delicate balance to the design, 
contrasting the angles elsewhere and 
adding a level of texture, softness and 
interest to the all-white palette.” 

The brush-box parquetry floor, in 
a herringbone design, delivers a warm, 
inviting tone. The cabinetry itself functions 
as a key feature of the space, providing 
visual detail while hiding the fridge and 
freezer and concealing a huge walk-in 
pantry behind the cupboards. 

The overall effect of this eye-catching 
kitchen design is luminous, textured and 
modern — a chic sanctuary.

THIS VIVID MAKEOVER TAKES 
ITS CUES FROM THE PAST. 

It’s eight years since Mad Men first aired 
on television, but the show’s retro aesthetic 
still resonates with contemporary designers 
— especially one charged with updating 
function in existing 1950s architecture. 

“The client had an image of an early 
Jonathan Adler interior that was Mad Men in 
feel,” recalls Melbourne designer Fiona Lynch 
of her client’s tear-sheet tabling of ideas for 
the revamp of an old ’50s kitchen. “A palette 
of mustard, aubergine and pistachio green 
two-pack [paint], thick cotton curtains and 
hardwood panelling would play to this era.” 

The challenge for Lynch lay in addressing 
a cell-like plan. “The kitchen was small 
with a horizontal window looking north,” 
she says of a closed-off space lined in ’50s 
wallpaper, mosaic tiles and vinyl flooring. 
“We removed part of one wall to open it up.” 

Going with a galley-style arrangement 
of parallel workbenches and cabinet walls. 
Lynch created an ergonomically efficient

spine that also serves as a thoroughfare to 
a new laundry. She swapped hinged doors 
with sliders (disappearing into cavity walls)

outdoors 


The outdoor kitchen and dining room 
is a key feature and point of sanctuary in 
this inner-city Brisbane home designed 
by Shane Plazibat Architects. 

The approach from the street has been 
carefully orchestrated from the public 
garden entry into a series of increasingly 
intimate spaces. The outdoor kitchen is the 
journey’s finale, and opens onto a private 
courtyard of green grass. 

The vaulting, double -height volume 
(reaching 5.7 metres) is anchored at the 
corner by a chimney, which is where a pizza 
oven sits ready to feed family and guests. 

Banks of motorised solid aluminium 
casement windows open along the 
northern and eastern edges of the high 
walls, bringing in light and breeze while 
establishing privacy from the neighbours. 
The clerestory windows act “like big louvre 
blades”, explains Plazibat. 

A long preparation bench in formed 
sealed concrete runs the width of the space 
and houses a wine cellar underneath, with 
a splashback of peacock-blue tiles. The 
fioor is tiled in large Italian porcelain tiles 
the colour and texture of concrete, while 
a brick bench seat is the dividing line 
between room and lawn, and is a pleasant 
place to sit and observe the garden.

When briefed to insert a futuristic kitchen into 
this 19th-century Paris apartment, Dutch interior 
architects i29 decided to work the pairing of 
stylistic polarities into wider play. 

The floor plan made no direct connection 
between the existing kitchen and the apartment’s 
living area, so they claimed a street-facing sitting 
room adjacent to the main living room and inserted 
a ‘furniture’ element that betrays no hint of its 
function — an island bench concealing all conduits 
to power and water within its form. They also 
integrated a bank of Gaggenau cooking appliances 
behind a wall of classically ornamented panels 
copied from the profiles of an existing wall. These 
panels then retract to turn the space into a kitchen. 

“We believe in simplicity and contradiction,” says 
i29 co-director Jaspar Jansen. His partner Jeroen 
Dellensen adds, “And we often search for surprises 
in our designs” — qualifying that they do so without 
resorting to expensive materials or technical show. 
“When visitors come by they often ask our client. 
Where is the new kitchen you told us about?”’

When Sydney interior designer Tania 
Handelsmann was asked by her client 
— one half of a professional couple with 
separate ‘his and hers’ ensuites — to 
make over “her somewhat tired bathroom 
and dressing room”, maximising the 
space was her priority. 

“The bathroom was only six square 
metres but needed to fit a separate bath 
and shower, as well as a vanity with 
extensive storage and benchtop space,” 
explains Handelsmann. “It was also dark, 
cluttered and awkwardly planned. I wanted 
to streamline and simplify the space, 
and brighten it up with light- enhancing 
surfaces, such as mirror and glass.” 

The designer added a layer of luxury 
by using a rich palette of materials, 

“to create an interior like that of a finely 
detailed jewellery box”. She chose honed 
Norwegian rose marble for the vanity, 
bath and dressing-room table, in part 
to counteract the lack of natural light 
and the low ceilings. “My client loves 
colour and unique materials, so she 
was immediately taken with it.” 

The same applies to the De Gournay 
‘Fishes’ silk wallcovering; in addition to 
heightening the air of feminine glamour, it 
brings a welcome playfulness to the space.

Privacy considerations were paramount 
in the design of this bathroom — part of 
a larger renovation of an inner- Sydney home 
that sits just 65cm from its side boundary. 

Nobbs Radford Architects addressed the 
issue without adversely affecting natural 
light and ventilation by placing a half-wall 
window at floor level, creating a soothing 
garden wall outlook. A subtle mosaic print 
on the top pane increases the sense of 
seclusion, while linking to the glazed tiles 
on the walls and the interior of the door. 

To these features, principal Sean Radford 
added a gently curved bath and basin, 
flush-mounted wall mirror and large-format 


matt floor tiles, while the soft-grey concrete 
ceiling flows in from the rest of the house. 

With the European oak veneer console 
providing the only colour in an otherwise 
muted palette, Radford chose striking black 
tapware and towel rails to introduce another 
strong design element. “The individual towel 
rails were selected for their flexibility of 
placement and their sculptural effect.” 

The result is a clean and calm interior 
with minimal clutter, a look that appealed 
to the owners’ design sensibilities. “They 
are forward-thinking, with Scandinavian 
influences, and appreciated a pared-back 
aesthetic,” says Radford.

The sleek, sophisticated master bathroom 
of this bayside Melbourne home is a perfect 
reflection of (and antidote to) its owners 
fast-paced, high-profile lives. 

The couple — he is a professional 
racing car driver and she is in publishing 
— wanted an “exciting and dramatic” space 
that would achieve an “almost theatrical” 
contrast with the ornate features of their 
grand 19th-century Italianate home. 

To meet this brief — part of a wide- 
ranging two -stage renovation — SJB 
Interiors devised an elegant solution. 

“The bathroom is in the same position 
as the old one, but it is now accessed via 


a walk-in wardrobe that was once a guest 
bedroom,” explains SJB’s Grant FitzGerald. 

A wall was removed to form an internal 
courtyard, opened onto by unadorned 
French doors.

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The bathroom of this inner- Sydney terrace 
had all the charm — and pitfalls — you 
would expect of a crumbling 19th-century 
luxury home, according to interior designer 
Wende Reid. “It looked like a scene from the 
film The Grand Budapest Hotel’’ she jokes, 
recalling the plethora of old pipes and 
wiring erupting from walls and ceilings. 

Creating a clean, chic space that 
incorporated a laundry cupboard was 
key to the brief, and Reid was keen to 
pay homage to the historical aspects of the 
home while, at the same time, rendering 
the space modern and functional. 

The layout has remained the same 
but most of the interior was rebuilt. 

The original Calacatta marble bench was 
retained as the hero piece, incorporating 
a double basin in the vanity with mirror 
surrounds on three sides to add volume and 
light. The soft greys of its marble are picked 
up in the handmade concrete tiles and the 
linen light shades, designed by Reid for her 
company Form and Colour. “It was a play 
on layers and layers of soft greys,” she notes. 

A heated towel rail doubles as a drying 
rack for the laundry, and storage spaces 
include a pull-out shelf for folding clothes.

The pair amped-up the ‘brightness’ with hand-painted Moroccan 
floor tiles, the jagged zigzags of which reference the area’s windswept 
moonah trees. “They were chosen as a bold graphic statement that 
would enliven the natural material palette,” says Stibbard, referring 
to the building-wide mix of copper, brass, concrete and timber. 

By pushing flxtures and flttings to perimeter walls (bathtub framed 
by a textured concrete wall) the Bellarine Peninsula, Victoria-based 
pair has created both a sense of largesse and a plan that facilitates 
the flow of bathroom traffic from the three adjacent bedrooms.

S pring can be cool, pale and elusive at times, 

while at others it is warm, glowing and bursting 
with life. It’s a season of transition, when bare 
earth hardened by winter’s chill transforms into 
a garden alive with beauty and promise. 

Spring is also the name of Sl^e Gyngell’s new restaurant 
in London’s historic Somerset House. The Australian 
expat chef chose it well before opening, as a nod to the 
seasons that inspire her cooking and because it symbolises 
optimism and hope. She could never have predicted it 
then, but the name would also capture the spirit of an 
extraordinary collaboration with her once-estranged sister, 
Sydney interior designer Briony Fitzgerald. But after all, 
what is spring about if not new beginnings? 

For many Australians, the Gyngell name is a familiar one. 
Bruce Gyngell — father to Sl^e, Briony and David (now 
Nine Entertainment CEO) — was the first man to appear on 
Australian television. A legend in the industry for his drive 


and charisma, he was married to the beautiful Ann Gyngell, 
herself a legend in Sydney interior design circles. Along with 
the Murdochs and the Packers, they were about as close to 
royalty as 1970s egalitarian Australia would permit. 

As with all families, the Gyngells experienced ups and 
downs, but theirs played out in public. Bruce and Ann’s 
divorce during the children’s formative years affected all 
of their offspring, but especially middle child Sl^e. With 
a gentle demeanour unsuited to Sydney social circles, she 
left Australia for Europe in her late teens to become a cook, 
and rarely returned. The sisters drifted apart, but as they 
discovered recently, their bond remained unbroken. 

“It is as if she plucked the restaurant from my head,” 
says Gyngell of Fitzgerald’s design, which brought Spring 
to a once-drab tax office in Somerset House’s 19th-century 
‘new’ wing. “I knew instinctively she was the only one who 
would understand what I wanted; other designers would 
immediately say, ‘Petersham comes to the city.’” >

< Housed in a greenhouse in a bucolic garden, Petersham 
Nurseries is the restaurant where Gyngell made her mark. 
After starting off “cooking alone with a couple of pots and 
pans in a shed” in 2004, her composition of flavours and skill 
in articulating the rhythms of the seasons saw Petersham 
flourish. However, by the time a Michelin star found its way 
there, followed by crowds expecting silver-service dining, 
Gyngell had already set her sights on the big-city lights. 

Leaving Petersham in 2012, she and her business partner, 
Marie Jackson, searched for a new venue for a year before 
deciding on Somerset House. “When I walked into the room, 
I felt this could become the restaurant I could die in,” says 
Gyngell of the light-fllled space into which, over 18 months, 
she, Fitzgerald and architect Stuart Forbes breathed new life. 

“When Sl^e called and asked me to work with her on it, 

I said, ‘No way!’” says the forthright Fitzgerald. “It went 
against everything I thought would work. I also thought, 

‘The architects and builders will think I’m some dolly-bird 
sister brought in for no other reason than being family’.” 

However, Gyngell persuaded her to fly to London to see 
the space. And when Fitzgerald noted the carefully collected 
ephemera that represented her sister’s vision for Spring, she 
immediately agreed to be involved. “Sl^e thinks about food 
on a plate the way I think about a room,” she says. “The 
colour, balance, the composition, the white space in a room 
similar to the white space on a plate — it is the same.” 

Spring’s food is Gyngell at her best. Inspired by nature, 
each week she finds a new note in her composition. Working 
mostly with Fern Verrow, one of England’s finest biod)mamic 


farms, Gyngell plucks the best of the seasons for her plates. 
Combining flavours with a comforting yet idiosyncratic 
touch, her philosophy is one of purity and provenance. , 

The same is true of the beautifully assembled elements 
Fitzgerald has chosen. Each is either bespoke or a genuine 
design original. The winter garden atrium is decked in 
gunnera leaves cast in Corian, while one pale-blue interior 
wall is broken up by a dance of 5800 handcrafted ceramic 
blossoms by Brazilian-born artist Valeria Nascimento. 

The floorings, furniture and fittings have been sourced 
with similar dedication. The oak floorboards are by Danish 
brand Dinesen; low, pale-pink Arne Jacobsen sofas greet 
early arrivals; while tan leather Mario Bellini chairs 
accommodate guests in the dining room. The cutlery is by 
David Mellor and the stemware of superior quality. Floor 
staff wear custom-designed Breton striped shirts with calico 
waistcoats by Maureen Doherty of Knightsbridge boutique 
Egg, while British label Trager Delaney has fashioned long, 
voluminous dresses for the maitre d’s. 

First reviews mean a lot to restaurateurs, but the opinion 
that mattered most to the Gyngell and Fitzgerald was their 
mother Ann’s. So what did she think of Spring, and of their 
collaboration? Both sisters report “she was overjoyed”. 

In other hands. Spring’s multitude of design ingredients 
competing for attention could have constituted a recipe 
for disaster. However, Gyngell and Fitzgerald have deftly 
harmonised them to create something that is greater, 
and more beautiful, than the sum of its parts.

K ylie Kwong is a people person. Warmth radiates from 
her as she talks to you, eyes locked to yours, about one 
of her many passions. Art — yes; food — of course; but 
nothing brings forth more enthusiasm from Kwong 
right now than the new, larger Billy Kwong, in Sydney’s Potts Point. 

The restaurant had occupied its previous Crown Street, Surry 
Hills site for 14 years. “It was the right time to leave,” says Kwong. 
“It was just too small.” Indeed, diners may remember the intimate 
69.5 square-metre space, the long winding queues outside 
— thankfully, it now takes bookings — and those infamous backless 
stools. But the reason Billy Kwong became one of Sydney’s most 
admired restaurants, frequented by world-renowned chefs such 
as Heston Blumenthal, wasn’t just the incredible food; it was 
because the whole place reverberated with the energy of Kwong 
herself: you felt like you were in her home. 

Commissioning the right designer for the new premises was 
crucial. “This is my dream restaurant,” says Kwong, “and I’ve always 
wanted George Livissianis to be my interior architect. Lucky for 
me, he said yes.” And few are better qualified for the challenge of 
reinterpreting Billy Kwong’s inimitable vibe in a new space than 
Livissianis. The interiors of The Apollo, Cho Cho San and Cafe 
Paci show that each restaurant he designs not only looks unique, 
but feels unique. “That’s because when I’m working on a project, 

I shut everything else out,” he says. “I focus on the client — them 
as a person and the origin of the food.” 

Representing Kwong at the new Billy Kwong started with one 
of design’s most fundamental elements: colour. “I told George 
about the colour of the beautiful Tibetan temple walls I’d seen 
on my travels, which is also a similar colour to the quandong. 
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A Martin Sharp painting: Kyiie 
picked up the yak skuii in China’s 
Yunnan Province: the originai 
Biiiy Kwong sign, autographed 
by its chefs. TOP RIGHT:

the Australian native fruit,” says Kwong. Reflecting this, the 
restaurant feels of the land — its textured render walls are stained 
a deep, earthy red, contrasting with dark-stained wooden chairs 
(with backs!) and lush green ferns hanging above the long jarrah 
wood bar. “It’s an expression of Australia and Asia,” explains Kwong. 

The food, too, mirrors this ethos — a dish of stir-fried 
Australian native greens with ginger and shiro shoyu (light soy) 
is an explosive combination of bower spinach, ice plant, saltbush 
and indigenous succulent. It makes you wonder why we don’t eat 
native ingredients every day. The Wayside Chapel honey that’s 
used to marinate the pork in the mini buns comes through in 
beautiful floral undertones, giving lightness to a dish that, under 
other chefs, might be overpoweringly robust. A special of deep-fried 
snapper wings imprints your mouth with clove-scented native basil 
long after you’ve flnished eating, the snapper unfathomably delicate 
against the light, crispy wings themselves. 

It’s food that brings on a sort of food-patriotism. “It’s Australia 
on a plate,” says Kwong. “This is who we are.” 

It is this sense of raw honesty in every aspect of the restaurant 
that makes Billy Kwong particularly special. It is the open kitchen, 
which feels totally integrated with the restaurant; it’s the artworks 
on the walls, many of which were gifted by Kwong’s artist partner, 
Nell; it is the Chen Lu lantern and old Billy Kwong sign from 
Crown Street taking pride of place on the back wall. “You have 
to remember where you came from,” says Kwong. 

“It’s about trying to tell a story in a really subtle way,” adds 
Livissianis. Here, this is the story of Kyiie Kwong herself.

Savage, 
runs the kitchen here too. The interior, again by Gomes-McNabb, 
is dark, moody and invites close conversation. 71A Macleay Street, 
Potts Point NSW, (02) 9360 4410; monopolesydney.com.au. 

Cho Cho San Ex-Billy Kwong chef Nic Wong’s menu for Christie 
and Barthelmess’s latest offering adopts and challenges Japanese 
cuisine in equal measure.

T here’s nothing particularly discreet about Venice’s 
opulent Villa F, except its location. Even though 
we arrived at the villa’s precise address on Giudecca 
island, a short vaporetto ride across the lagoon from 
San Marco, we were confounded by the unembellished fagade 
of a building with no obvious entry point. 

After we spent a few moments staring into a large, opaque 
window, then walked up and down the promenade checking 
other addresses, we were surprised when Villa F’s sprightly 
butler, Robin, popped out of a nondescript door to greet us. 

It may look unimpressive from the street, but inside Villa F 
is outrageously beautiful, as you might imagine a 16th-century 
palazzo that has been home to a series of Venetian noble 
families over the generations to be. It boasts 11 apartments, 
some of them with the floor space of small houses, reception 
rooms, a library and reading room, a dining room the size of 
a restaurant, and Venice’s largest private garden, a magnificent 
overgrown, 1.2-hectare walled garden of fruit trees, wisteria 
vines and vegetable plots, with a three-part swimming pool 
that turns into a fountain at the touch of a button. 

Since its opening in 2011, Villa F has been a vacation 
residence of well-heeled guests, such as the Brangelinas 
and the Beyonces. It was also the location of the 2010 
Angelina Jolie-Johnny Depp movie The Tourist. 


But you don’t need to be a celebrity to stay there 
— just have deep pockets. The entire villa, with butler and 
housekeeper, rents for 60,000 Euros (about AU$84,500) per 
night — although individual apartments start from a more 
affordable 1200 Euros (about AU$1690) per night, for a 
minimum of four nights, and you still have the run of the villa 
and garden. It sleeps up to 38 people, so if you do the sums, 
for a once-in-a-lifetime extravaganza such as a wedding, 
anniversary or significant birthday, and shared with three 
dozen close friends, it almost might be considered a bargain. 

We were lucky enough to stay at Villa F when there 
was no-one else in residence, and slept in the ground floor 
Turchese suite, one of the smaller rooms, which nevertheless 
had monumentally high ceilings and a vast sitting room. 
Corporations such as Cartier sometimes rent the villa for 
events and it’s possible to be lucky, as we were, to have 
the whole place to yourself. That includes having exclusive 
use of butler Robin, who ‘butled’ for Princess Diana 
and Margaret Thatcher during the 28 years he worked 
for Laurence D Lovett, the Venetian-based heir to the 
Piggly Wiggly US supermarket chain fortune. Having 
a butler at your beck and call takes some getting used 
to, but I soon found ways to cope. Endless refills of 
prosecco by the pool were a start. >

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< In the early part of the 20th century, Villa F was d^pensione 
called Casa Frollo, home to many famous writers and intellectuals. 
Playwright Gabriele D’Annunzio and his lover, actress Eleonora 
Duse, lived there, and Germaine Greer once stayed there to 
write. When the pensione closed, the building lay abandoned 
for about 50 years, in poor condition. 

Enter the elegant and energetic Francesca Bortolotto Possati, chief 
executive of Bauer Hotels and Venice’s first and only woman hotelier. 
She owns the 16th-century Bauer Palladio next door, as well as the 
18th-century Bauer II Palazzo and Bauer L’Hotel across the lagoon 
on the Grand Canal. Her grandfather, Arnaldo Bennati, a shipping 
magnate, bought the old Bauer Hotel in 1930, and his granddaughter 
took the reins of the company after returning from 11 years in 
America in 1997, where she worked as an interior designer. 

In 2007, Bortolotto Possati set about creating what she calls 
“a little paradise lost”. A director of the Save Venice committee, 
she wanted to create a “combination palace, villa and home-away- 
from-home” that refiected an authentic Venetian spirit. She filled it 
with sumptuous local fabrics and antique furnishings, restoring the 
terrazzo and parquetry fiooring and preserving the original frescoes 
that cover many walls. “I wanted to follow the identity of the place, 
otherwise it would be like a department store,” she says. 

This meant respecting the light, open spaces, many of which open 
onto panoramic views of the lagoon (the racy little Bauer Palladio 
hotel boat will take you across it every 30 minutes). “Light is the 
most important part of a room in Venice,” says Bortolotto Possati. 

Her taste for spare, raw spaces is almost “Flemish”, she adds. 

Some of the upstairs duplex apartments, my favourites, have 
a rustic air. Others are as over-the-top as any doge might demand. 
“This is not a hotel. It’s a second home,” Bortolotto Possati, who grew 
up in the dazzling Palazzo Mocenigo on the Grand Canal, tells me. 

It’s not like any home I’ve had, but that perhaps is the point. 

I call it Villa Fantasy.

ONCE-IN-A-LIFETIME VENICE 

FORTUNY, designer and inventor Mariano Fortuny’s palazzo in San Marco, 
has been preserved as a must-see museum with temporary exhibition 
space. If you love his furnishing fabrics, the Fortuny factory is on 
Giudecca, a short walk from Villa F. Drop in to the showroom or arrange 
a private visit through your hotel concierge. (+39) 041 520 0995; 
fortuny.visitmuve.it/en/home: fortuny.com. The peggy Guggenheim 
COLLECTION is One of the world’s most important collections 
of 20th-century art, and Italy’s most-visited modern museum. 

It’s housed in the 18th-century pa/azzo on the Grand Canal where she 
lived and is still infused with the famous collector’s indomitable spirit. 
(+39) 041 240 5411; guggenheim-venice.it. The belmond hotel Cipriani 
is one of Venice’s beloved grand hotels. Set on the tip of Giudecca island, 
a short walk from Villa F, it boasts Venice’s largest outdoor swimming pool 
and fabulous poolside bar where frequent guest George Clooney has 
been known to mix drinks. Bellinis ahoy! (+39) 041 240 801; belmond. 
com/hotel-cipriani-venice. An exquisite jewel box of an opera house, the 
TEATRO LA FENICE is true to its name. The Phoenix. It has risen three 
times from the ashes, the most recent a devastating fire that completely 
destroyed it in 1996. There’s nothing more romantic than a spot of Bellini 
or Puccini in the city where opera was first produced. (+39) 041 786 511; 
teatrolafenice.it. For an authentic local dining experience away from the 
crowds but in the most romantic location imaginable, try i figli delle 
STELE, a modern restaurant on the waterfront on Giudecca island. 

Dine al fresco on fresh seafood and pasta and be entertained by all 
the watercraft that plough through the canal. (+39) 041 523 0004; 
ifiglidellestelle.it. If you go to the Rialto produce market early, as the 
chefs do, you’ll miss the tourists. What’s most fun are the little bacari 
(wine bars) scattered around these back streets, where you can start 
eating and drinking from traders’ hours if you wish. The oldest of these is 
the atmospheric cantina do mori, dating from 1465. Sestiere San Polo, 
429. (+39) 041 522 5401. Distinguished by its high brick walls and cypress 
trees, Venice’s cemetery island san michele is well worth visiting, 
not only for the graves of famous ‘residents’ such as composer 
Igor Stravinsky and poet Ezra Pound, but also for the romantic 
mist that will set in if you’re lucky.
